We print in another column a letter from the 
Hon. John Wentworth on the proposed repeal 
of the land-tax. While agreeing in the main 
with Tun Trrpune’s reasoning and favoring ite 
plan, he suggests that the experiment be tried 
of first repealing the tax on land actually under 
taxation. The objection to such an experi- 
ment is twofold: (1) It contravenes a wise 
provision of the State Constitution which for- 
bids the Legislature feleasing any part 
of the State from a fair proportion 
of taxation, and, therefore, (Y requires a con- 
stitutjonal amendment. The proposition of Tux 
Tutrboxx, to repeal the land-tax altogether, and 
substitute therefor another means of raising 
the revenue provided in the Constitution, neither 
takes away the check against discrimination in 
taxes nor demands any change m the organic 
law of the State. It is not safe to inaugurate 
any experiment which will throw the burden of 
taxation on one portion of the community to the 
relief of another portion.

The opportunity was given to some of the 
County Commissioners yesterday to explain 
away the suspicious circumstance of having paid 
Mr. Cushman $145,000 for the County Hospital 
site, though they might have bought the same 
property for $130,000 from Mr. Baldwin one 
hour before.

CIVIL RIGHTS AND SOCIAL EQUALITY. 

The colored people of the conntry are most in 
need of friends who will teach them self-govern- 
ment and self-reliance. But such is not the 
character of the friends they have in Congress. 
The Civil Rights bill, which has passed the Senate 
and which is now pending in the House, they un- 
doubtedly wish to see passed, they would have 
us believe, in the interests of the negro. The 
bill ia, however, in direct conflidt with these in- 
terests. It will kindle anew in the breasts of 
the white people of the South, ahd of the North, 
for that matter, a feeling of anfipathy for them 
which was fast disappearing. Tie white and the 
colored populations of the Sout} | have been get- 
ting along together a great deal better than any 
one expected at the close of fhe War. They 
have been gradually accommod; ing themselves 
to the new order of things. Thi hereditary feel- 
ings of the former against the ter have been 
dying out. It is to be feared hat the Civil 
Rights bill will revive them. jy 

The bill provides that all pegpons, whether 
citizens or not, shall be entitled the equal en- 
joyment of the accommodations gnd advantages 


theatres, and other places of public amusement ; 
also of common schools and public institutions 
of learning or benevolence supported in whole 
or in part by general taxation, and of cemeteries 
so supported. The object of the bill is to 
placate the negro vote and partly to effect the 
mingling of the two races.

There is no 
doubt that the Senate made a mistake; that it

Let 
them remember that the taxes with which these 
schools are supported are contributed almost exclu- 
sively by the white people of the State—ithat the 
money does not come from the Federal Government 
at Washington, Let them remember that thousands 
of the property-holders of the State, of the political 
party to which they are in opposition, have aided in 
establishing our present school system, and without 
the support of this class, in oo-operation with their 
white political associates, it could not have been «s- 
tablished. 

Let them also remember that it i¢ not s ques- 
tion as to whether we will have mixeil schools, but 
whether we shall have any system of public instruc- 
tion at all, For it is not in the power of forty Con- 
gresses to establish this mixed-school system in Ten- 
nessee. ry i 
If the Civil Rights bill should pass without the 
mixed-school feature being stricken ont, the whole 
school fabric in Tennessee will at once fall to the 
ground, aa it will deserve to do. Then the expenses 
of the education of their children, if they are edu- 
cated at all, will be borne by themselves, and mot by 
the white people, as they now are. | 


As it passed the Senate, the Civil Rights bill 
had features bad enough. But we understand 
that an effort is to be made so to amend it as to 
give to the colored people an equal footing with 
white folks, not only in omnibuses and steam- 
boats, but also in barber-shops and bath-rooms 
and water-closets. While the House is making 
these amendments, why does ft not also give 
them the equal rights in churches, prayer-meot- 
ings, lyceums, colleges, and the Temperance 
Crusade? The bill is running itself into an 
absurdity, if, indeed, it was not an absurdity 
ab initio. We are glad that the bill meets with 
little favor in the House. It is best for both the 
white and colored people it. should be defeated. 
It is time that the Southern whites should find 
few friends in Congress. The negro has been 
secured his political and legal rights. His 
social status he should be allowed to achieve for 


himeelf.

THE ‘‘ SHORT SESSIONS” OF CONGRESS. 

Shall we elect a Congress and wait a year to 
have it? That isthe question. Ifthe practice 
was, as it should be, to elect a Congress and 
have it at once, how absurd would seem the 
proposition to elect a Congress ahd wait a year. 
And yet it is just that absurd thing which we 
do. The custom, indeed, has descended to us 
from the Fathers of the Republic, and this year, 
as in other years, we enter upon a canvases for 
elections to Congress with the certainty that our 
Congress-élect.is to have no active existence for 
ayear! We elect a Congress, on the Congres- 
sional issues of the day, and—wait 6 year. We 
elect a new Congress, while an old one ig yet to 
have the busiest and most important session of 
its term. We go into the canvass blind, 
upon} the balf-made records of Con- 
gressmen; we presumably re-elect tne good 
and do not (except sometimes) re-elect 
the bad; and then, having elected a new Con- 
gress, the old Congress comes together again, 
the good and the bad, the re-elected and the re- 
jected, and—we wait a year. If this people was 
not already and had not been all along doing 
this, would any Fathers of the Republic now pro- 
pose that we doit? Would any modern states- 
man propose it ? | 

The question, therefore, ig: Shall we continue 
to elect a Congress and to wait a year? This 
question properly comes up at the threshold of 
a Congressional canvass, and it deserves such 
influential consideration that it need never come 
up again. We are 40,000,000 of people, com- 
municating now by telegraph and traveling by 
steam; a people with vast national interests 
centered in Congress; and yet, in the 
election and assembling of Congress, we pursue 
the slow-going path first trod in the stage-coach 
days of the Republic, when Baltimore was prac- 
tically farther from the National Capital than 
San Francisco now is. It is surprising enough 
that we have followed this slow process so long. 
It will be surprising, indeed, if, having once 
aroused the people’s attention to it, this custom 
should survive the present year. We therefore 
urge that the people give thought to this matter, 
and, in this year’s election of Congressmen, in- 
struct their representatives that the next eleo- 
tion must be followed by possession. There is 
no politics about this, in the sense of an issue 
between Republicans, Democrats, and Inde- 
pendents, but only the suggestion of what 
should be a common purpose. There is, indeed, 
manifest reason why that purpose ought to be 
cordially indorsed and forwarded by all. 

It seems to us that the year 1876 will be an 
exceptionally good year for the new plan to go 
into effect. In November, 1876, as new provided 
by a law of Dongress to which several States 
(Pennsylvania, etc.) have conformed their local 
elections, the people in all the States will, for 
the first time on one day, elect members of tlie 
House in the Forty-fifth Congress. That Novem- 
ber election is also to be the Presidential elec- 
tion. Let the Forty-fourth Congress, whose 
members we are now about to elect, and whose 
term extends from 1875 to 1877, be formally in- 
structed, by resolutions of nominating conven- 
tions, that its term must be shortened to bring 
in the succeeding Congress when elected. This 
can only be done by constitutional amendment. 
The shortening would, however, fall alone 
and at one on the members of the House 


in the Forty-fourth Congress. Thereafter |. 


Congressional periods would begin and 
end with Congressional elections, in November 
each second year. The Senate being a (s0- 
called) permanent body, in which comparatively 
few personal changes occur at any one time, the 
term of Senators need not be disturbed, and the 
Presidential term might properly continue to 
date, as now, from the Fourth of March. We 
should, indeed, regret to see this simple propo- 
sition burdened with an attempt to do too much.

When we shall 
have abolished this short session, made a unit 
of the whole Congressional record, aud decreed 
that Congressional periods shall begin and end 
with Congressional elections, we shall have laid 
an ax at the very root of this tree of evil. 


The proceedings of the General Conference of 
the Methodist Chureh South, which has been 
in session in Louisville during the last week or 
two, are of more than ordinary interest, as they 
indicate yery conservative tendencies and a de- 
termination to adhere to the antiquated stand- . 
ards of the Church to the very letter of the law. 
The discussions upon these eonservative propo- 
sitions have been very earnest and enthusiastic 
and the votes very decisive. The principal steps 
taken by the Conference to bring the Church 
back to its pristine standard of virtue and 
restore a healthy discipline are three in number. 

First, the Conference has declared, by an al- 
most unanimous vote, that po person can be a 
member of the Methodist Church South who 
makes, buys, sells, or uses intoxicating liquors, 
and one of the most prominent members of the 
Conference stated he should vote for it even if 
it expunged 50,000 names from, the roll of the 
Church. There was hardly a word uttered in 
favor of compromise. There was no discrimina- 
tion made between fermented and unfermented 
wine. There were no sops thrown to the wealthy 
whisky~drinker or whisky-seller. Buyers, sell- 


claseed in the same category, and the ban was 
pronounced upon all alike. 

Having settled the liquor question, the Con- 
ference addressed itself to the music question, 
and upon this subject, like the former, there was 
nohesitation and no compromise. The brethren 
set their faces like a flint against choirs, solo 
singing, and “operatic music,” which term in- 


of Wesley or Watts, or a psalm of David set to 
the music known as “ pennyroyal.” The reverend 
iconoclasts even went 80 far as to banish organ 
interludes and preludes, thas keeping the 
organist down to the simple accompaniment of 
the tune. Having accomplished this much, and 
acting upon the principle that one good turn 
deserves another, they then decided that the 
entire charge of the music should be vested in 
the minister. As uot ene minister in twenty 
knows anything about music, the result is rather 
dismal to contemplate. This action banishes all 
the great composers of music. even the most de- 
votional of them, and all really excellent music, 
fromthe church. The congregations must come 
down to the old fodder of Mear and Hebron and 
Windham, and they must their own singing 
without so much as interlude to give 
them a clue to the Ref o, and alto, 
and tenor, and bass must forsake their places 
behind the red curtains, and orgenist must 
inhabit the choir-loft alone, pass his time 
in playing away at the ola dreary lingo 
every Sunday, lest “the ardor ot the congrega- 
tion may be cooled.” There was one clergyman 
in the Conference, a musician and ardent lover 
of music, who fought valiantly against the 
proposition, but he was crushed out by sheer 
weight of numbers. 

These two questions settled, dancing came 
next in order, and upon this question the metes 
and bounds were fixed without mercy. No com- 
promise was allowed. Even the dance which 
David performed before the Lord was ruled out. 
Not even a stately minuet or the solemn rhythm 
of the Shaker dance was tolerated. Says the 
address :

Upon this point, however, 
there was no unanimity, most of the members 
of the Conference evidently having a wholesome 
dread of the effect of such a measure, and a sus- 
picion that they might not receive a very hearty 
welcome when they returned home if they 
adopted them. 

The adoption of these stringent measures 
shows that the Methodist Church Sopth is far 
more pronounced in its ideas of Methodiem, and 
more conservative in preserving the antiquated 
tradition and usages, than the Church North. 
It will undoubtedly create a very decided sensa- 
tioh throughont the South, and will provoke 
some discussion in the local Conferences and 
churches, but that the measures will be very 
generally enforced there can be no doubt, as 
Methodism in the South prevails very largely 
among the lower and more ignorant classes, with 
whom the action of the General Conference will 
be as law and gospel. That the General Confer- 
ence is disposed to rigidly enforpe discipline is 
also shown by the fact that it has determined to 
make family worship and attendance upon clasa- 
meetings conditions of membership. There are 
in the South 12,261 Methodist churches and 
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the Shepherd interest. One man, and a Shep- 
herd man, too, acknowledged that at 145 meet- 
ings of the Board at Publié Works Shepherd 
was the only member present.

It was railroad bonds. Those insecurities, 
which have fleeced so many people and kept so 
many religious papers in funds, were at the bot- 
tom of the Brooks revolt. Here we see another 
proof of the total depravity of everybody and 
everything connected with a railroad | 

In 1868, the Arkansas Legislature submitted 
to the popular vote a law directing the loan of 
State bonds at the rate of $10,000 per mile 0 


' railroads that had had Government land-grants, 
and to all others at the rate of $15,000 per mile. 


The people ratified the enactment. At least 
the men who counted the votes said so, and as 
two-thirds of Arkansas was then disfranchised, 
thesaying was perhaps a true one. The Governor, 
the Secretary of State, and the Commissioner 
of Internal Improvements were charged with 
the execution of the law. Clayton was Gov- 
ernor. He was heavily interested in the Little 
Rock, Pine Biuffs & New Orleans and the Mis- 
siesippi, Ouachita & Red River Railroads. The 
two got $3,180,000. The first got $700,000 more, 
m bends, under a second law. The Arkansas 
Central, which was, until very recently, under 
the control of Senator Dorsey, received $900,000. 
Of the first of the three roads, 80 miles have 
been built; of the second, 30; of the third, 
48. Nobody knows what has been done with the 
$4,780,000 of State bonds their managers have 
received. They have issued an unknown 
quantity of first-mortgage bonds and have 
received large county subscriptions besides. 
The managers have grown yton and 
Dorsey have bought seats. The 
roads have remained poverty ‘ken. 3 

Under the law of 1868, the railroads of Arkan- 
sas would have received $12,000,000. Those in 
which the “men inside politics”—* thieves” 
would be a shorter way of putting this phrase— 
were interested got their share of the: plunder at 
once. The claims of the others were still in 
abeyance when Baxter was counted in as Gov- 
ernos. He refused to make any more loans 
until the use made of the $5,000,000 
of bonds already issued had been investi- 
gated. An attempt was made by Clayton, 
Dorsey & Co. to secure the passage of 
a law to assume these bonds and relieve the rail- 
roads from all liability for them. Baxter an- 
nounced that he would veto the bill, and so pre- 
vented its passage. The breach began, Two 


weeks before Brooks got his snap-judgment, the. 


President of Senator Dorsey’s railroad applied 
for $800,000 in bonds. He was promptly refused. 
Brooks was interviewed, and promised to let the 
railroads plunder the State if their managers 
would let him rule the State. The bargain was 
made. Both parties to it dia their best to carry 
it out. But Louisiana had been 3 warning to 
President Grant. The expected Federal aid was 
withheld. Brooks, Clayton, Dorsey, and the 


railroads went down together.

Grmarp, LiL, May 26.—The National Confer- 
ence of Dunkards went into business session 
this morning, with H. T. Davey as Moderator, J

was the propriety of havMg a full report of the 
Conference published, giving the nature of the 
discussions andthe names of the disputants. 
This was warmly discussed, some contending for 
it, while others were opposed to anything more 
than a synopsis, without names being given, be- 
lievying that it would be calculated in its nature 
to create discord among the brotherhood, and 
exhibit a degree of pride on the part of the Con- 
ference that would be unscriptural ‘and danger- 
ous, As the majority were not in favor of de- 
parting from their primitive customs, only a 
synopsis report. will be published. 


It was then decided to send out ministers on 


missionary work, to preach the doctrine of peace 
to the nations. 

A request was presented to have the old min- 
utes of previous Conferences compiled and pub- 
lished, which was granted, and a special com- 
mittee appointed to atiend to it. 

Hor THE BEARD SHOULD BE WORK. - 

Then came a question with reference to the 
manner in which the beard should be worn, 
which elicited an extended discussion, and it 
was decided that wearing the beard in a füsh- 
ionable style was contrary to the doctrines of the 
Church, and that the brotherhood should be yery 
careful not to imitate the ways of the world in 
this respect. It has ever been the order of the 
Church to wear a full beard, but to wear a 
moustache only is not permissible, and renders 
the offendin brother liable to church 
discipline. It was recommended that the 
brethren should trim the mustache shorter. than 
the lip, that the mouth might be olean to receive 
the kiss of brotherly love. | 

The next question discussed was: Will this 
meeting allow brethren—especially ministering 
brethren—to engage in the banking business? 

NOT ALLOWED TO BE BANKERS. 

It was decided that it was ee for them to
